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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 and 4-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Kawatsu et al. (US 6,025,286) teaches a heat-sensitive stencil sheet comprising a 
fibrous support, and a film laminated on the fibrous support. Kawatsu neither teaches 
nor suggests that the stencil sheet has a residual torque of 0.150 g.cm/cm or more. 
Furthermore, the applicant provided factual evidence (the Nakao Declaration) showing 
that the claimed residual torque is critical to the invention.
